Issuance of “B” and “C” supple­ 
mental gasoline rations in the east 
will be renewed early next week 
under a new and tougher policy, the 
Office of Price Administration an­ 
nounced today. 
War Price and Rationing Boards 
are being instructed to examine 
each new application with extreme 
care 
and 
to grant supplemental 
rations restricted to the absolute 
minimum. In the case of renewals, 
the boards are asked not to issue a 
number of that granted previously 
except in tile most extraordinary 
circumstances. 
Value of 
“B” and “C” coupons 
was cut from four to three gallons 
each iii the 17 eastern states and the 
District of Columbia recently because 
of the increasing gravity of the 
petroleum situation. 
At the same 
time the issuance of new “B ” and 
“O’* supplemental rations, or their 
renewal, 
was 
suspended, 
except 
where hardship is proven, until re­ 
vised mileage tables and new in­ 
structions could be prepared and 
distributed to tile local boards. 
Must Reduce Ration 
Commenting on the revised in­ 
structions, Leon 
Henderson, OPA 
administrator said that in view of 
the critical supply situation an in­ 
flation in coupon issuance must be 
prevented. 
“m e Board must reduce the ra­ 


tion in line with the necessary 25 
per cent reduction in gasoline con­ 
sumption in all cases where extreme 
hardship would not be caused by 
such a straight reduction.” 
In addition to proof of necessity 
for mileage the boards will require 
each applicant to meet fully the 
ride-sharing and alternative trans­ 
portation requirements of supple­ 
mental rations. 
Mileage Slashed 
The 
reduction 
in “B ” 
coupon 
value to three gallons also reduces 
the mileage possible in “B” books. 
Supplemental “B” books, used in 
connection with an “A” book, will 
now provide a maximum of 376 
miles 
of 
occupational 
driving 
a 
month, instead of 410 miles as pre­ 
viously. Boards cannot allow mile­ 
age above their ceiling unless tile 
applicant belongs to the preferred 
mileage class, and is therefor eli­ 
gible for a “C” book. 
Dealers were instructed lo turn 
over all “A,” “B” and “C” coupons 
which they redeemed at the pre­ 
vious four-gallon value by Decem­ 
ber 22 to their suppliers. 
Inter­ 
mediate and licensed distributors 
were to dispose of their four-gallon 
coupons by 12:01 a. rn. December 
29. 
After that date War Price and 
Rationing Boards were instructed 
to accept coupons from dealers or 
suppliers at the three gallon rate 
only.

All major rivers In Pennsylvania, j 
swollen by three successive days of ; 
rain and melting snow’, were rising 
steadily but no serious conditions I 
were expected in the central and 
eastern part of the state 
Freeport Hit Hard 
Tile state Highway department . 
said general flood conditions pre­ 
vailed throughout the watersheds of 1 
the Allegheny. Monongahela. Beaver. I 
Ohio, Susquehanna and Upper Dela­ 
ware rivers. 
One of the hardest flit communi­ 
ties was Freeport. 18 miles northeast 
of Pittsburgh, where the first floors 
of nearly IOO homes and part of the 
business district 
was 
flooded 
by 
the Allegheny river nnd 
Buffalo 
creek rising six inches an hour. 
Firemen and civilian defense work­ 
ers were mobilized to help the town’s 
2,700 residents move belongings to 
upper floors. 
Residents in Lowlands Warned 
Residents in the lowland sections 
around Pittsburgh were warned to 
evacuate their homes. 
A few fami­ 
lies already were marooned there 
Streets were inundated at Tarentum 
and Meadville, Cellars were flooded 
at Brackenridge and Natorona. 
A crest of 34 to 35 feet

I Gasoline Credit Cards

Washington, Dec. 30 (AF’*—The 
Petroleum Administration for War 
announced

January I, gasoline companies will 
be forbidden to issue to motorists or 
use credit., courtesy, or identification 
cards unless the caids are limited 
to a single station. 
Most of the larger companies have 
been issuing credit cards good at 
any of their stations. 
Petroleum 
Administrator Iekes said revocation 
was designed to reduce bookkeeping 
and personnel costs of tile market­ 
ers. 
The ban will not go into effect un­ 
til February i for commercial ve­ 
hicles, iii order to give owners time 
to arrange for buying gasoline on 
some other basis.

In the September, 1938, Munich 
crisis he was criticized and defend­ 
ed alike for tile role he played in 
Prime Minister Chamberlain's ap­ 
peasement policy tow’ard Germany.

Dec. 30 (A P)—Gover­ 
nor-elect Edward M artin will find 
a balanced state budget when he 
takes office next m onth but ap p ar­ 
ently will have to undertake exten­ 
sive retrenchm ent in governm ental 
operations to carry out the com pre­ 
hensive 
wartim e 
program 
being 
planned. 
Governor Jam es said yestreday he 
had returned the state to the black 
side of the ledger and was “hopeful’' 
there would be a cash surplus in 
the treasury a t the end of th e two- 
year fiscal period, April 30, but 
would m ake no estim ate of th e 
am ount. 
I-arrest State Budget 
He operated the government d u r­ 
ing the current biennium on a bud­ 
get of $542.208,727—largest in P en n­ 
sylvania 
history—and 
showed 
a 
"bookkeeping surplus” of $71,000,000 
through elim ination of a deficit of 
this am ount which he said was in ­ 
herited from the previous, Demo­ 
cratic adm inistration. 
Jam es told the Legislature two 
years ago th a t economies in gov­ 
ernm ent, a sharp decline In the 
relief burden, and anticipated in ­ 
creased revenues held out hopes of 
a tax reduction during the 1943-45 
fiscal period, which he later esti­ 
m ated a t $50,000,000 to $80,000,000. 
However, a committee of Republi­ 
can leaders headed by Lieut. Gov­ 
ernor-elect John C. Bell, reports 
indications of a decline of nearly 
$60,000,000 in tax receipts during the 
next two years. Party C hairm an M. 
Harvey Taylor commented, “we don’t 
anticipate very much reduction in 
taxes.” 
Relief Fund Cut 
Estim ated revenue for the current 
biennium going into the general 
fund for departm ental operations is 
$429,000,000, a reduction of $60,000.- 
000 would leave M artin $369,000,000 
for ordinary governmental functions 
and tax reduction, or $23,000,000 
more th an is appropriated for this 
purpose under the Jam es budget. 
T he downward trend in relief, due 
to 
booming 
war 
industries, 
may 
m ake possible a cut of up to $20,000.- 
000 in the present $120,000,000 bien­ 
nial appropriation for this item. 
M artin also has a comm ittee look­ 
ing into the possibility of retrench 
ing activities of a num ber of de 
partm ents, bureaus and commissions 
not considered essential to the war 
effort. 
Expense of every phase of govern­ 
m ent has increased, however. 
Cost 
of supplies skyrocketed under the 
war emergency. Jam es granted pay 
increases totalling some $5,000,000 
but his office said th a t was offset 
by a reduction in the num ber of 
employes under his supervision from 
12,000 to 9,000. 
Some Expenses Increase 
H alf-salary paym ents to employes 
in the arm ed forces is a new ex

Increased 
school subsidies is another item, 
while pressure for higher teacher 
salaries is expected at the 1943 legis­ 
lative session opening next Tuesday.
